.inti war demonstrators 
staged protests in Paris and 
West Berlin yesterday to coin- 
cide with the anti-Vietnam 
war demonstrations in Wash- 
ington, hut the turnout was 
small. 

The French government, 
seeking to preserve its neu- 
trality as host to the Paris 
Peace talks, has banned all 
Vietnam protests. In pre-dawn 
raids police founded up about 
50 extreme leftists apparently 
to.. prevent them from orga- 
nizing demonstrations. Police 
sources said at least 30 more 
were brought in for question- 
ing in other cities. 

Nonetheless, about 40 young 
demonstrators broke windows 
at the South Vietnamese Em- 
bassy after .overpowering two 
police guards. The youths 
daubed the embassy wall with 
the slogan, ‘The NLF (Na- 
tional Liberation Front) Will 
Win,”, then fled into the Paris 
subway. 

Under a banner, “Impuden 
Snobs of the World, Unite,’ 
about 30 American students 
sought to .demonstrate on th< 
steps of the U.S. Embassy, bu 
were restrained by police. 

The Vietcong’s chief dele 
gate to the Paris talks, Mrs. 
Nguyen Thi Binh, expressed 
appreciation to all who sup- 
ported “our just cause. 

“Especially, we express our 
thanks to the American people 
because, like us, they want a 
rapid end to the war,” she 
said, “We know pacifists in 
the U.S. are fighting in very 
difficult conditions because of 
U.S. government repression.”
